Research experts of the bureau

of light distribution required for 
|satisfactory vision under’ usual 
| driving conditions in the absence of

| This work was done late at night 
|on nearby highways of Washington, 
;using cars provided with special 
| equipment which includes four head- 
jlamps mounted side by side on a 
|bar so that they could be aimed 
| individually and collectively. 
i These lamps have interchange- 
|able lenses of various kinds, the 
j brightness of the lights being con- 
| trolled by means of rheostats. The 
| usual method of the test is to set 
|up a dummy, about the size and 
| shape of a grown man, and to record 
jthe various distances at which it 
'can be seen and identified under 
|various conditions with various 
lighting distributions. 

As might be expected, the dark- 
er the night the greater was the 
visibility for a given beam in- 
tensity and pattern. Visibility 
was found to be practically the 
same for all speeds between a 
walk and 40 miles an hour. The 
effect on visibility distance of
